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CHICAGO MAKES ANSWER 


Denies All the Important Charges 
Made by St. Louis Regarding 
the Drainage Canal. 


CHIICAGO, Til, Feb. 7.—t(hicago’s atiswer 
te St. Louis complaint about the drainage 
eunal to the United States Cireuit Court 
has been made. It was filed by Attorney 
John CC Black for the drainage canal trus- 
tees. While admitting many of St. Lou.s’ 
allegations, the answer makes the re- 
markable statement that the natural flow 
of the sewuge not within the sanitury dis- 
trict of Chicago is not into the Chicago 
River and Luke Michigan, and, while ad- 
mitting that the Chieago River receives the 
ollution from the stockyards and other 
ike places, the defendant denies that there 
are any «Ustillerfes within the distrtet. 

The complaint of St. Loufs—that the sew- 
age and filth of the district will flow 
through the canal and poison or pollute the 
Water supply of the complainant—Is rid- 
feuled by the drainage trustees, but in or- 
Ger to allay the fear of the residents of 
St. Louls that their water supply its to be 
polluted, the defendant offers a sugges- 
tion that, at a cost of about $1,000,000, It 
will be possible for the complainant to 
eonmnect Its in-take and water works with 
the Missourt River at a point above the 
Junction with the Mississippi or the drain-' 
age flow. 

It is set up as a defense, also, that the 
complainant has slept on its rights by fail- 
ing to act sooner. During the nine years 
of work on the canal, ft is stated, the un- 
dertaking of the drainage trustees was 
heralded to all parts of the world, and, in 
spite of this, the corplainant delayed to 
seek an injunction until the work was 
completed and the water was flowing on 
lis way to the Mississippi. 

In answer to the complaint of St. Louls 
that the opening of the canal was effected 
without legal authority, the defendant ex- 
hibits the permit granted by Gov. Tanner. 

The answer is signed by President Will- 
lam Boldenweck and Attorneys J. C. Black, 
. . Gilbert, P. C. Haley and J. P. Wilson. 
Unless a further continuance is asked, the 
matter will come up before Judge Kohlsaat 
on Saturday morning, when a °preliminary 
Pazenction will be aghed by the City of St.
